Loni Hancock and some of the radical 
liberal women of Berkeley gave a press 
conference a week ago Tuesday to an- 
nounce their campaign to elect a second 
woman to the Berkeley City Council. 

An aide of Loni’s called and asked a 
woman from the Tribe to come. I went to 
try to catch up on what the old April 
Coalition-City Council types have been 
up to since the last time I saw them, 
which was in March when the April 6th 
platform was being put together. 

They seemed a lot the same. I recog- 
nized a lot of women..They seemed as 
enthusiastic as ever, but now it was about 
natural child-birth, urban planning, or 
day care centers instead of community 
control of police. I wonder where they 
get their energy. I kept hearing words like 
"ongoing," “project,” “meeting,” **com- 
mittee.” The women all seemed to know 
each other. 

Loni was pretty together in front of all 


TV cameras and newsmen. She intro- 
duced the women present, and had begun 
her statement, when the cameramen cut 
her off, yelling, **Hold it, lady, hold it" so 
they could get their equipment running. 
When she finally spoke she spoke well 
and said some right-on things: “The needs 
of women will not be met until women 
represent themselves." She said the city 
council was “а male defined and male- 
dominated political sphere where militar- 
istic programs such as police budgets are 
repeatedly given priority over social 
needs." In answer to a question she said 
that most politics she had seen outside of 
women’s groups were “based on a lot of 
male power fantasies,” 

All true. But I remember thinking the 
April 6th people were about as much 
involved in male power fantasies as any- 
body else. Which is why I kind of lost 
interest in the elections. I haven’t been 
able to get into the city council meetings 


much either. After the second anniversary 
of People’S Park it seemed clear that the 
pigs weren’t cooled out at all. The hassles 
with the budget don’t give me much hope 
for any radical distribution of Berkeley’s 
wealth. In fact, the whole thing just 
makes it all the more clear to me that it 
isn’t mainly the people who are in office 
who are fucking things up, but the insti- 
tutions and the structures. Changing the 
people isn’t going to make any difference. 

So I was in an ambivalent situation 
listening to Loni speak. As a woman, how 
could I not support a woman wanting to 
get into some kind of decision-making 
position? But does it really make sense 
for a woman to waste her time trying to 
operate within a fucked male structure 
like the Berkeley city government? Loni 
put forward the name of Margot Dashiell 
for the vacant council seat. She is a black 
woman, born, raised, and educated in 
Berkeley. She is now in the south regis-

tering voters. 

That's about the speed of all those 
people, men and women. They somehow 
Still rely on the institutions of Amerika to 
right the wrongs they see around them. I 
don’t. So where does that leave me? Do I 
still support my sisters who want to be on 
the Berkeley city Council because they 
are my sisters and 1 should have faith in 
their decisions? Or do I take a stricter 
political line, and not support what I 
don't believe in, no matter which sex is 
involved? Do I then feel guilty for some- 
how being on the “men’s side?” 

I don't know. At the press conference, 
І mostly felt out of place. So I left as 
Soon as it was over, Later I heard that at 
the council meeting that evening Loni 
brought up a motion that “only women” 
be considered for the vacant seat. It was 
discussed for 5 minutes and then de- 
feated, 7-1. So it goes. 


BILLY GRAHAM SUPERSTAR 


who in the hell do 


On Monday night we committed a 
grave sin. There were twenty-two of us, 
wrapped in cloaks of deepest red, mem- 
bers of the Tribe and friends. As the sun 
started to set behind a wall of clouds we 
piled into two vans and scurried down 
God’s highways towards the Oakland Col- 
iseum. We disembarked in the parking lot, 
a hundred yards from this fascist para- 
dise. We felt like little devils as we stuffed 
our Viet Cong flags and Gay Liberation 
banners up our shirts and floated towards 
the gate. 

Inside, the lord as represented by Billy 
Graham and Co. was winning over hun- 
dreds of souls to lives of helpless incom- 
prehension. He was feeding them a blend 
of mystical drivel that would make the 
Zodiac reel and the I Ching blush. The 
spectacle of these Americans eating the 
tasteless pablum of Billy Graham’s rhet- 
oric as they sought to ease their awful 
pact with death and surrender control of 
their lives to these spiritual profitteers 
was overwhelmingly pathetic. 

We bivouacked in the upper stands, 
immediately establishing ourselves as a 
diabolical chorus adverse to the good 
reverend and his message of obfuscation. 
Whistles, banners, and paper planes filled 
the air around us. We had smoked so 
much gbod dope that the people sitting 
near us began to feel high, 

After a half hour of heckling, laughing, 
and flag waving (and an occasional secu- 
rity guard coming up to reprimand us and 
ask us to put our flags away) Billy invited 
the flock onto the play e 


waiting for. 

We tripped and stumbled, hell-bent, 
down the stairs, across third base, and 
into the crowd of devotees that was 
swarming around the podium like flies on 
shit, We regrouped in the center of the 
mass, near the mound where Vida Blue 
had only last week pitched his 18th vic- 
tory. An organ played a tune over the 
gathering crowd. It sounded like a soap 
opera wedding march. As it played out 
we unfurled our flags and banners over 


the bowed heads of the devotees. Te

Christians nearest us told us: *God loves 


you. I love you. Why don't you put those ' 


flags away? People are making the most 
important decision of their lives right 
now." We told them we were trying to 
influence that decision. They told us they 
wanted to speak to us after the prayer. 
They told us that God loves the Viet- 
namese. Fat chance. 

There is a sense in which Billy Graham 
saved us. Vastly outnumbered as we were, 
many of those good Christians would 
have loved to have torn us limb from 
limb. But Billy said no. Billy said that we 


were committing a grave sin. But he said, , 


“Leave those people alone. God will take 


MERRITT 


The Grove Street Merritt Child Care 
Center has avoided closing down. At least 
for a little while. The Peralta Board of 
‘Trustees agreed to loan the Center the 
$3,000 it needs to make it through the 
summer quarter. Но. «ver it was a battle 
and the acquisition of the loan does not 
end it. 

The Child Care Center people and 
parents who use thé Center spent one 
frustrating evening at a Peralta Board 
Meeting trying desperately to get the 
Council to reeognize the immediacy of. 
their crisis (TRIBE No.103). Their show 
of concern only had the effect of forcing 
the Board to put the subject on the 
agenda for the next meeting. The Board 
voted quickly to grant a $3,000 loan to 
the Center the next meeting. Quickly 
because they didn't want a repeat of the 
people's anger of the meeting before.The 
second meeting was slightly interrupted 
though when one of the very expensive 


picture windows of the meeting hall at 
the College of Alameda was kicked 
through. 

But the crisis by no means ends here. 
There are three subtle complications to 
the granting of the loan. First, the loan 
must be paid back. The Center must still 
work to raise that money. Secondly no 
one is quite sure where and when that 
money is going to come from. They're 
still waiting. Thirdly, and most import- 
antly, even if this quarter is funded, the 
entire crisis rears its head when the fall 
quarter arrives. No arrangement has been 
made to fund the Center on any regular 
basis. All of the other Child Care Centers 
in the Peralta District are funded annually 
and straight from the budget. But then 
the board is trying to close down Grove 
Street Merritt anyhow. 

The Grove Street Merritt Child Care 
Center at Idaho and 61st still needs to 
raise money to stay alive and can use any 
donations. 


care of them." So we were left alone 
except for the verbalassaults from Good.

While we were en route to the security 
office we ran into a brother from the 
Good Times, He told us we’d looked 
beautiful from the stands. This was 
minority opinion. м 
We didn’t win too many hearts and 
souls for the revolution, but then we 
found out just how deadly dull Billy 
Graham and his asshole brand of Chris- 
tianity can be, and just how gullible 
people are when they’re trapped in the 
deadness of alienation in Amerika.

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REFLECTIONS OF 


This is the complete transcript of an interview with George Jackson made by a 
Tribe staff member at San Quentin on Wednesday, July 28. 


GEORGE: I think the principle point behind the prison movement is to prove to the 
establishment that the concentration camp technique, the reversion to the second dimension of 
fascism, the terrorist phase, we have to prove that this terrorism won't work on us, it won't stop 
our movement. That nothing, actually short of death, is going to stop our movement. It's 
progressed to a point where the courts|are in a position where they're pressured into giving us some 
sort of appeasement; and that of course catches the prison personnel, staff, the pigs up here, ina 
cross. They have no way at all whatsoever now to protect themselves except through sheer, brutal, 
open terrorism. The pigs feel the comrades here have lost their reservations, their hopes. 


TRIBE: Do they still feel that? 


G: They're convinced of it now. 

T: Even after last week? (referring to the. 
recent killing of a guard at San Quentin). 

G: I'm talking about the whole state. You've 
heard their intentions to strike? They're intend- 
ing to strike and ask for an increase in wages. 
What do you call it, Hazard Pay? Anyway, it 
catches the prison pigs up in a cross. They 
know that the courts are in a mood now to 
appease. They also know that the comrades 
don’t fear the courts any longer. That forces 
them to revert to terrorism, out and out terror- 
ism. Just two days ago they beat one black 
almost to death, sent him to the hospital. 

T: One of the thinkgs that people on the 
outside are wondering is how we can use your 


case and other cases as an organizing tool, 
without bypassing all means, legal means, mass 
action, etc. How can people on the outside 
work to make real changes and to put checks 
on the pigs? 

G: That fits right in with a monumental 
problem, a monumental historical problem. Our 
opinion is that the reason we haven't been able 
to move forward is because the left-wing fac- 
tions cannot unite. They just haven't been able 
to unite here in this country, or in very few 
other countries, And we're hoping that on a 
sub-structural level, the sub-structural level of 
the prison movement, we could possibly pro- 
vide an example for the rest of the movement. 
Because our oppression, the need to unite in 
our particular sub-structural level, is overt and 
clear. We're faced with overt, clear terrorism. 
And being that our need is greatest, we have 
been hoping that we could first involve the 
community, to show the community that the 
differences that the National Advertising Coun- 
cil has convinced us are present, really are 
illusions. Of course we've run into some snags. 
The snags, as far as Im concerned, being part of 
the oppressed mentality in general. The prob- 
lems Гуе noticed generally center around the 
fact that people don't quite understand what 
democratic centralism is. Now, our ideal is to 
project ourselves into the future of course, but 
at the same time we have to realize, we have to 
understand that we're not quite all capable 
of...well, all opinions aren't equal and we have 
to have some sort of centralism. Our preference 
is of course democratic centralism, and people 
don’t understand that it’s a necessity at this 
stage. But what we're working towards is the 
point where all opinions will be equal, all men 
equal. But right now we have to have the 
guidance and purposeful leadership of а van- 
guard party. Like Lenin says, central commit-

tee, general staff of a people's army. 

T: How do you think that kind of a van- 
guard party can be developed or do you think 
that it has been developed in the Black Panther 
Party? 

G: I'm a Black Panther, of course. The 
vanguard party, I'm going to say is the Black 
Panther Party. 

T: Do you think the Black Panther Party is 
the vanguard party for just the black commun- 
ity or for both the black and white commun- 
ities? 


I believe that pretty soon all these ques- 
tions, as far as I'm concerned, will be cleared 
up. The Party paper is going to run a serics of 
articles where I discuss the nature of fascism 


and in particular the form that it has taken in 

the United States. One of my principle beliefs is 
that we are the most oppressed class, the most 
oppressed segment of the society. The fact that 
we're at the bottom of the pyramid. We're 
going to have to take the initiative. I feel that 
our job is to begin the process. Once the 
process has begun, once we've provided the 
example, it’s our hope that the intercommunal 
idea will spread from our community to yours, 
and other communities. But of course, we 
know what the term vanguard means, It puts us 
out front. 

T: In an interview with Elaine Brown in the 
Good Times, she stated that she did not know 
what Weatherman was doing, and that they 
were obviously not the vanguard party because 
they were not the Black Panther Party, and the 
Black Panther Party was the only vanguard 
party, and thus they were not the vanguard 
party. Many people have wondered about the 
concept of vanguard party and the reasons she 
didn't know what Weatherman was doing, as- 
suming they were engaging in some sort of 
revolutionary activity. 

G: I won't try to second-guess Elaine’s defin- 
ition of vanguard party. ut I just gave you a 
brief summation of why I feel that the Black 
Panther Party...The Black Panther Party is of 
course the largest black organization in the 
country, and it is of course the only black 
REVOLUTIONARY organization in the coun- 
try as far as I'm concerned. The reasons, like I 
said, that we have to be the vanguard is that 
we're faced with clear-cut oppression, objective 
necessity; because objective and subjective con- 
ditions are correct in the black community for 
revolution. To get to the original question, 1 
think that the real reasoning behind Elaine’s 
statement is that if you'll consider the focal- 
motor theory, if you'll go back and consider it, 


you'll sce that the idea incorporates two separ- 
ate thrusts. A political and a military thrust. 
The focal-motor, the initiative, the push, the 
motor of the revolution has to be backed by a 
Political force. When the man steps out with 
the idea of providing an example and there's no 
one in the background to fill in for him, to 
build dual power, to rebuild the people's world 
as he destroys it, where are you at? You're left 
with noi 


T: That's the question that was posed to 
Weatherman at that time and that's why 
they've changed. 

G: Well this is a monumental idea that calls 
for some understanding. The old CP (Commun- 
ist Party USA) attacks the Weathermen for 
being counter-revolutionary and the basis for 
their attack, I think, is altogether incorrect. The 
Teal reason why they can't be and aren't more 
effective is that they have no organs for politi- 
cal activity; they have no political outlet. The 
point is, while destroying the opposition or the 
establishment's capacity to produce, at’ ће 
same time, you're supposed to be also rebuild- 
ing a people's world. That's the political peos 
ple's job. 

T: In relation to that in terms of the white 
male left, particularly the middle-class white 
male left, the primary form of oppression to 


them is alienation, from life in general, and 
from seeing genocide committed daily while 
they feel powerless to stop it. That's a some- 
what intangible form of oppression, but very 
real. It’s sometimes hard to organize around 
concrete aims, to set up programs. How do you 
think the white youth culture community can 
organize around real changes that have to be 
made, like prison reform, building a party, 
setting up survival programs pending a revolu- 
tion? Understanding that survival in the white 
community means a different thing than in the 
black community. 

G: You know what we're talking about. 
We're talking about objective conditions. What 
you're saying is objective conditions in the 
white middle-class are not correct for the politi- 
cal programs and political thrusts that are pos- 
sible in the black community. You're asking for 
alternatives. I feel that when we start talking 
about objective conditions, I don't think that 
we should separate what I term psychological 
or subjective conditions too much from objec- 
tive conditions. I'm saying that а man can get 
man enough to fight over, let's say US involve- 
ment in Indochina and so forth. A man can get 
man enough to fight over that. 

т: Or US involvement in Watts. 

G: The whole question follows the statment 
I made awhile ago. We'll have to provide the 
example. 

T: That was Weatherman's objective. 

G: We'll have to provide the example. The 
programs and organization of political struc- 
tures and so forth will have to begin with us. 
It'll have to begin with us because the objective 
conditions are correct with us. We're hoping 
that other communities will be affected in some 
way. Their motivation...like you say, it doesn’t 
have to be overt, let’s say starvation. It could be 
psychological. 


T: It goes very deep too. In Berkeley what's 
been set up over the last few years are Free 
Clinics, people's auto mechanics and such pro- 
jects to organize around the community. But 
we find that people who use those programs are 
basically freaks, you know, kids. People in 
Oakland don't relate to those programs. We'd 
like to be able to change that. 

G' I don't think we should discount the fact 
that the broad sections of American middle- 
class are also economically strained. Their eco- 
nomic position is far from secure. The point is 
that the revolution is offering them economic 
security. Im certain, positive, that we haven't 
gone beyond the point where the revolution in 
this country is separated from the economic 
motive, 

T: No, I don't think it is either, But some- 
times people don't look far enough ahead.

Living Theatre 
Jailed in Brazil 


The Living Theatre, including Julian 
Beck and Judith Malina, has spent the last 
year in Brazil, studying the Brazilian reali- 
ty and meeting with the Brazilian people, 
in preparation for a vast theatrical spec- 
tacle of one hundred fifty plays under the 
collective title of THE LEGACY OF 
CAIN. 

Early in the year The Living Theatre 
was invited to premiere THE LEGACY 
OF CAIN at the Winter Festival at Ouro 
Preto, Minas Gerais. Some weeks after the 
group arrived in Ouro Preto they began 
preparation of the work, the Festival 
Board unexpectedly retracted the invita- 
tion. Because of the great beauty of the 
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city and the enormous human resources 
there, the group decided to remain in 
Ouro Preto and to continue the creation 
of its new work. During that time the 
Children's play was created and per- 
formed in a neighboring town. 

On July 1, the day of the opening of 
the Winter Festival, the Department of 
Political and Social Order, DOPS, raided 
the house and took fifteen members of 
the group prisoner, charging them with 
possession of marijuana. The remaining 
five members, including Julian Beck and 
Judith Malina, were busted on the street. 
The following day these five were re- 
leased, only to be recaptured and. charged 
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with possession of a kilogram of grass. 
One escaped, one was not picked up, and 
two were not charged. 

There are now fifteen members of The 
Living Theatre under preventive deten- 
tion. Several have been beaten; one Brazi- 
liam member has been tortured with 
electro-shock to the genitals; another has 
been beaten and cattle-prodded. To pre- 
vent further torture, Beck signed a “соп- 
fession” on blank paper. 


The US embassy, presuming guilt be- 
fore trial, declares that the group has 
broken Brazilian Law and is beyond the 
pale of official US help.

This building will be 
the center for all the Army’s tropical 
disease programs. 


Pentagon West will be our main target 
because it epitomizes the amazing arro- 
gance of the racist war-hawk white men. 
They're spending $28 million to build the 
Western Medical Institute of Research— 
—camoflaged as a “Center for the Study 
of Asian Diseases”—next to Letterman 
Hospital at the Presidio. The center hopes 
to develop diseases that attact only 
Asians. Germ warfare is an old weapon 
in the arsenal of genocide. They used 
smallpox to murder American Indians, 
they used deadly germs in Korea, they 
use chemical defoliants in Vietnam. A 
pregnant woman in Vietnam who drinks 
water which contains defoliant is more 
likely to have a malformed child than a 
woman exposed to atomic radiation in 
Hiroshima. One out of every 13 children 
born in Vietnam today is deformed by 
the thalidomide used in defoliants. This is 
not just a war aginst the people who are 
fighting now, it’s a war aginst the future. 

The Vietnamese people are . paying а 
terrible price for their freedom. Yet tney 
are stronger than ever: in Paris Madame 
Binh puts new pressure on Nixon. What 
we do matters. April 10th mattered when 
thousands of angry sisters, with the ener- 
gy of sisterlove, marched on the Penta- 
gon.

National Conference on Education and 


Culture, from Cuba. 


The social pathological character -of homo- 
sexual deviations was recognized, It was re- 
solved. that all manifestations of homosexual 
deviations are to be firmly rejected апа pre- 
vented from spreading. It was pointed out, 
however, that a study, investigation, and ana- 
lysis of this complex problem should always 
determine the measures to be adopted. 
Tt was decided that homosexuality should not 
be considered a central problem or a funda- 
mental one in our society, but rather its atten- 
tion and solution are necessary. 
A study was made of the origin and evolution 
of this phenomenon and of its present-day 
scope and antisocial character. An in-depth 
analysis was made of the preventive and educa- 
tional measures that are to be put into effect 
against existing focuses, including the control 
and relocation of isolated cases, always with an 
educational and preventive purpose. It was 
agreed to differentiate between the various 
cases, their stages of deterioration and the 
necessarily different approaches to the different 
cases and degrees of deterioration 
On the basis of these considerations, it was 
resolved that it would be convenient to adopt 
the following measures: 

a)Extension оў the coeducational system: 
recognition of its importance in the formation 
of children and the young. 

b)Appropriate sexual education for parents, 
teachers and pupils. This work must not be 
treated as а special subject but as one falling 
into the general teaching syllabus, such as biolo- 
2y. psysiology, etc. A campaign of information 
on sex matters should be carried out among 
teachers and parents to help them answer, in a 
proper and scientific way, the questions asked 
by children and young people. 

c)Stimulation of a proper approach to sex, A

It was proposed that a study should be made 
to find a way of applying measures with a view 
to transfering to other organizations those who, 
as homosexuals, should not have any direct 
influence on our youth through artistic and 
cultural activities. № was resolved that those 
whose morals do not correspond to the prestige 
of our Revolution should be barred from any 
group of performers representing our country 
abroad. 

Finally, it was agreed to demand that severe 
penalties be applied to those who corrupt the 
morals of minors, depraved repeat offenders 
and irredeemable anti-social elements. 

Cultural institutions cannot serve as a platform 
for false intellectuals who try to make snob- 
bery, extravagant conduct, homosexuality and 
other social abberations into expressions of 
revolutionary spirit and art, isolated from the 
masses and the spirit of the Revolution.

The following letter was written by a 
Cuban gay to gay people in the United 
States. 


“We believe, as elements which are 
discriminated (against) in a country that 
believes itself in a revolution for the new 
man, against the traditional injustices that 
we have suffered and still suffer as a 
reminder of a classist society, it is our 
duty to inform you of our situation as 
homosexuals, as at the same time let you 
know a series of events that denies funda- 
mentally the postulates of the social and 
political movement in Cuba, each time in 
higher crises and disagreement with what 
is exported as real gain. 

“If in a society of consumers, capital- 
ist andoligarchical, like the one you are 
living in, the life of a homosexual is 
discriminated against and suffers limita- 
tions, in our society entitled “marxist 
revolutionary "-it is much more so. Since 
its beginning, the Cuban Revolutionary 
Movement, first in a veiled way, later 
without scruples or justification, has pur- 
sued homosexuals with methods that go 
from the common ways of physical ag- 
gression to the attempt of psychic and 
moral disintegration of such individuals, 
who to them are incompatible to the 
development of a society that aims to 
communism, at least in theory, Here the 
homosexual is attached, and this is done 
obliging her or him in many cases to join 
to a series of formulas to “conceal” what 
the authorities judge as an aberration of 
repudiable fault, formulas that go from 
confining. them in marriage as a pretense 
of living a ‘normal’ life, to confining them 
in farms where they receive brutal treat- 
ment, as happened with 


the one that doesn't know the reality of 
them, were simply military units to help 
the production where people did agri- 
culture labor, received instruction and the 
youth was oriented within the norms of 
military service, as it may happen in any 
civilized country. This situation, because 
of the international scandal that it pro- 
voked, was eliminated as an appendix of 
the obligatory military service, but they 
have kept farms of prisoners who are 
exclusively homosexual. 

“On the streets we suffer persecution, 
aggression and a constant abuse of au- 
thority, demanding ID cards, arresting us 
for the use of clothes, hair styles or 
simple group meetings, which are guaran- 
teed by the Declaration of Human Rights, 
that, contradictorily, are more respected 
in societies that are called fascist than in 
ours, which you often see or feel as a 
solution. to the problems of individual 
and collective freedom. 

“The methods of psychological repres- 
sion, social isolation, control by districts, 
zones and centers of ‘ork and study, 
always with negative at..s, are a common 
thing of this regime. 

“It can be said that there are many 
homosexuals, intellectuals or not, that 
live out of this situation. In the first

“Freedom, respect and justice for 
homosexuals in the whole world cannot 
be advocated without knowledge of the 
situation of thousands of individuals in 
our country, without protesting also for 
the treatment that they are given, looking 
for an effective solution, not a theoretical 
one, to such problems. 

“We hope in future emissions to give 
plenty of details and to clarify many 
situations that you do not know about in 
this uncertain and chaotic pseudosocialist 
system."

The statement on homosexuality is- 
sued in Cuba by the First National Con- 
gress on Education and Culture, which 
was attended and endorsed by the leaders 
of the Cuban government, is openly reac- 
tionary. It is a threat to the lives and 
freedom of gay people because of the 
“severe penalties” demanded for “repeat 
offenders” and also because it encourages 
individual physical violence against homo- 
sexuals. It is also a threat because of 
Cuba’s reputation as a revolutionary na- 
tion. 

We, the Gay Revolutionary Party, con- 
demn the statement of the First National 
Conference on Education and Culture. 
We demand of revolutionaires everywhere 
that they join with us initially in this 
move by the printing of this statement 
and their own comments. 

The fight of the Cubans and other 
Third World peoples against the imperi- 
alism of the US and its lackeys cannot be 
won by maintaining the attitudes of cul- 
tural and sexo-economic systems which 
support and are nurtured by sexism, male 
individualism, capitalism and imperialism. 
It is necessary that cultural as well as 
economic and political revolution occur, 
and that this revolution destroy the sexist 
roots of exploitation. 

As long as anti-gay attitudes persist, 
not only will gay people suffer, but the 
exploitation of women by men will be 
normal, competition among males will be 
the rule, and true communism will be 
impossible. We are socialists. We have 
come to understand that the destruction 
of straight social patterns (Le. those 
molded on power based role playing hete- 
rosexuality) and the creation of gayness 
(ie. mutuality and equality of human 
relationships based on the model of free 
homosexuality) are inherent to the devel- 
opment of a true socialist society. Thus, 
the only way to assure a straight Cuba is 
to re-establish capitalism. A people strug- 
gling toward socialism can, due to an 
incorrect ideological superstructure, kill, 
relocate, or isolate individual gay people, 
but they cannot help but create condi- 


tions favorable to (eventual mass revolu- 
tion). 

Gay people are not one more group 
struggling for liberation. We are and have 
always been considered the scum of the 
earth, but we are you, we are everyone. 
The Gay Revolution is basic because it 
will destroy the sexual and social roles 
which are at the bottom of ALL exploita- 
tion, establishing mutuality of relation- 
ship between all people. 


We do not call upon straight male 
government to change its policy or re- 
form its laws, whether it is in Cuba., the 
United States, or the Soviet. Union. We 
call instead upon all people who seek 
freedom and an end to domination, to 
examine straight relationships and to rea- 
lize with us that it is the roles and 
attitudes inherent to the maintenance of 
these relationships that prevent revolu- 
tionary change. 

Cuba's reactionary policy cannot de- 
feat us. It will only strengthen our resolu-

Quietly convened in Kansas City since 
Feburary, a federal grand jury has indict- 
ed four area people on six .counts of 
conspiracy to make, possess, transport 
and detonate unlawful explosive devices. 
Named as defendants are Ken Sandusky, 
Martin Baumgarten, and Richard Stanley, 
from K.C. and Randy Gould, from Law- 
тепсе. 

Guy Goodwin, federal prosecutor of 
Leslie Bacon fame, is the interrogator. 
Although the four were indicted by a 
grand jury there, little is known about the 
jury because only jury, prosecutor and 
those called to testify know anything 
about it. GRAND JURIES ARE AB- 
SOLUTELY SECRET, NO PUBLIC NO- 
TICE IS EVER GIVEN. Ali that is known 
is that several people were called to testi- 
fy although how that testimony was used 
is not revealed by the indictment against 
the 4. The published indictment seems 
to be based completely on the testimony 
Of Arnold Stead, who was named as a 
co-conspirator, not a co-defendant, in the 
grand jury proceedings. 

Last summer, Stead was caught with a 
pipebomb in the Plaza, K.C.'s plush shop- 
ping district. He was transferred to fed- 
eral authorities, plead guilty, and received 
а 10 year sentence in federal prison. This 
sentence came despite a US Court judging 
him legally insane. 

During the past 13 months Stead has 
been under much pressure from federal 
authorities , and psychiatrists, interro- 
gated, psychoanalyzed, and offered deals. 
He now says of the alleged bombings “At 
the time this action took place, | would 
have defended to the death that this was 
a revolutionary action and that 1 was 
right. But in the last two months I have 
had reason to be more honest with my- 
self’, and I realize now that it was an 
action of frustration.”

On or about 12:30 am May 14, 1970 
Randy Gould and Stead placed a pipe- 
bomb at the home of Daniel Young, then 
county attorney at Lawrence. 

Not to be out-done by the grand jury 
local authorities are trying to connect 
Randy Gould with other unsolved acts of 
destruction, including the 2 million dollar 
firebombing of the Kansas Union build- 
ing, various bombings against real estate 
and loan offices, and the firebombing of 
the homes of two local judges. 

The grand jury is recessed at the mo- 
ment, like a lull before the storm. More 
subpoenas are probable. Local movement 
folk have been advocating general non- 
collaboration and are organizing a defense 
fund to provide bail and good lawyers. 

If Stead's testimony cannot be dis- 
credited, convictions on the federal 
charges are likely, which would set a 
precedent nationally and give impetus to 
the government’s use of the grand jury to 
create conspiracy charges against the 
movement. 

There are no radical lawyers in the 
Lawrence — K.C. area, and very little 
liberal support. We need money for bail 
and to finance the defense, and send out 
a special appeal to radical lawyers around 
the country to come and aid us.

Friday in Washington DC. 

In their appeal based on 4th Amend- 
ment rights, the appelate court ruled that 
the government has to prove fully, and in 
open courst, that they did not use any 
wiretaps in deciding to subpoena the wo- 
men. The burden of- proof was placed 
totally on the government, meaning that 
they've got to open their records of wire- 
taps to show that wiretaps had nothing to 
do with subpoenaing anyone. 

An example of this would be if the 
government tapped a phone conversation 
between two people and a third party was 
mentioned (you, for instance) in this 
conversation, and as a result of that 
information you were subpoenaed to tes- 
tify and summarily sentenced for con- 
tempt. That contempt citation would be 
set aside. 

The government is appealing this dec- 
ision to the Supreme Court. But the 
Supreme Court is in recess until the fall 
so it looks like this ruling will stand at 
least till then.

The 
other two were a state and a federal 
Grand Jury that met last year at the same 
time. The state G.J. suceeded in putting 
Mark Knops of the Madison Kaleidoscope 
in jail for 5 months for refusal to testify.

Walking into the grand juring cham- 
bers last week was like walking into the 
Alice in Wonderland wing of the 42nd 
Street was museum with the Firesign 
Theatre being piped in through the air 
conditioning ducts. 

At a table right up front sat the Mad 
Hatter, masquerading as the US attorney 
in Detroit, Ralph Guy, feverishly scrib- 
bling down the commands (obedient hack 
that he is) of the Queen of Hearts, Guy 
Goodwin, who sat licking his lips and 
delicately running his fingertips along the 
sparkling edge of his executioner's axe 
Occasionaly Goodwin summoned or dis- 
missed from the room the White Rabbit, 
cloaked in the guise of an assistant Justice 
Department attorney. 

As I strode to the giant mushroom 
serving as a witness chair, the Cheshire 
Cat, acting as grand jury foreman im- 
periously inquired, "WHO are YOU?” 

Before I refused to answer that ques- 
tion, my eyes swept up the surrgal pano- 
rama of the 23 members of my special 
Unbirthday Party. 

What to my wondering eyes should 
appear disguised as the grand jury but 
replicas of all my childhood folk heroes. 
There were the Seven Dwarfs, alternately 
snoring, sneezing, twiddling thumbs, og- 
ling, and 
grumpily grimacing. Hansel was munching 
on a gingerbread Hostess Twinkie, while 
Gretel sat placidly knitting a bright pink 
nightcap. Jiminy Crickett serenely poured 
over a crossword puzzle, while the Three 
Little Pigs giggled their way through a 
game of Old Maid. Granny Goose was 
sporting a new silver wig, Uncle Remus 
contentedly snapped his suspenders, and 
Peter Piper pointedly pursued a Playboy. 
Rounding out the set, Dancer, Prancer, 
Donner and Blitzen nervously tapped 
their hooves on the table. 

The story book rudely snapped shut as 
the Redhunt Queen snapped the second 
question: 

“Tell the grand jury every con versa- 
tion you had concerning dynamite and 
explosives while planning the Mayday 


riots, and with whom you had these 
conversations, and what was said.” 

Followed by: “Tell the grand jury 
every time during the month of April 
1971 that you went to the US Capitol 
grounds, the Senate Office Building or 
the House Office Building, who you went 
there with, and the conversations you had 
about bombings there.” 

Followed by: “Tell the grand jury 
everything you did, every conversation 
you had, every person you met, and every 
place you went since March 1, 1971.” 

"Does this sound like a dragnet to 
you?" Leonard Weinglass, peoples lawyer, 
asked Marc Stickgold, people's lawyer. 

It was a total charade. After each 
question, Goodwin would look up and 
sneer, adjust his Montgomery Ward bifo- 
cals, and sexily run his fingers through his 
flawless Brylcreamed grey mane (hence 
his nickname “The Greyhound"). 

Then the particular subpoenee (Terry 
Taube, Michael Tola Colin Neiberger, 
Kathy Canada, Larry Canada or myself) 
would go through the routine of asking 
the court reporter to repeat the question, 
go out and state the question to the 
lawyers waiting in the anteroom (of 
course the Sixth Amendment right to 
counsel is hopelessly obsolete in a star 
chamber grand jury), come back in and 
refuse to answer, taking our Fourth 
Amendment right against illegal search 
and seizure——wiretap. 

The first day they spent the whole 
time running this act on Terry, while 
outside the courtroom in the halls of 
justice we heeded Lenny Bruce's dictum: 
“In the halls of justice, the only justice is 
in the halls.” 

About 80 sisters and brothers returned 
from our noontime demonstration at 
Kennedy Square where about 3000 as- 
sorted freaks, honks and FBI agents wit- 
messed a struggling attempt to display а 
little lifeculture, guerrilla theatre and 
rock'n'roll, right in the heart and heat of 
Murder City. 

It was the cast of the Wizard of Oz 
re—enacting Gilbert and Sullivan——the 
Munchkins lined up in arches on either 
side of the witness room. As Goodwin 
attempted an entrance or exit we serena-

The next day, with the downstairs 
guards preventing anyone but the six of 
us from going upstairs, the federal assem- 
bly line started. They ran through the 
remaining five of us in less that eight 


The tedium was only relieved when 
Goodwin would ask a particularly incred- 
ible question——such as asking Larry and 
Kathy about secret microfilms they gave 
Fu Manchu in the Chinese embassy in 
Ottawa. He then read them the law about 
Espionage and Treason, threatening them 
with the death penalty if they refused to 


answer. 
The next act is up to the J-men. 


Goodwin said he is going to take the 
record of our Untestimony back to Wash- 
ington where he and Mitchell will read it 
over and decide what to do-contempt 
citations, maybe an indictment or two. 

Imagine Mitchell pondering this case. 
“We gotta make sure this ain't a rerun of 
that Seale-Huggins flop, godamit——we 
gotta do this one up right." They are 
probably going to need at least a month 
to do it up right, according to Ralph Guy, 
so until then the Psychedelic Scapegoat 
Six will continue trucking along Con- 
spiracy Row. 

Meanwhile, in that month US B-52's 
will have dropped another couple thou- 
sand tons of bombs on the Indochinese, 
killing another couple thousand peasants. 
Nixon’s shock troops will have quelled an 
insurrection or two, killing a score of 
black people justifiable homicide style, 
and maybe, just maybe there'll be time 
to plan a coup in, say Chile.

Sergeant Norma Welshams is a 20 
years old WAF stationed at Travis Air 
Force Base, Fairfield, scene of recent 
enlisted personnel rebellions. She is an 
X-ray tecnician with an unblemished 
2-year record in the Air Force. On June, 
8 she received orders to the Philippines. 
She is refusing to comply with these 
orders on the grounds that the United 
States military illegally occupies foreign 
countries, 

She believes that under the US Cons- 
titution, she has the right to refuse to 
take part in any immoral and illegal act. 
Norma stated, “I do not believe the Unit- 
ed States military is in foreign countries 
to allow the inhabitants self-determina- 
tion, but rather to occupy their land to 
maintain financial and military power. 

This Thursday, Norma officially refus- 
ed to comply with her illegal orders, She 
faces a court-martial and a possible one to 
five year sentence. This is the first time a 
woman in the military has ever question- 
ed the right of the US government to 
send her to a country where the indigen- 
ous people do not want her. Her act 
grows out of a new awareness that is 
spreading through all the services.

Marijuana smoking is quite popular in 
the U.S. today, but few people realize 
that pot was once so popular in the 
country that 7 US presidents used it. 

Dr. Burke, president of the American 
Historical Reference Society and consult- 
ant for the Smithsonian Institute іп 
cluded the following US presidents as 
marijuana users: George Washington 
Thomas Jefferson, James Madison, James 
Monroe, Andrew Jackson, Zachary Tay- 
lor, and Franklin Pierce. 

Pot was common among tobacco 
growers, for when it was mixed with 
tobacco, it gave a mild intoxicating ef- 
fect. The leaves and resins (hi ) were 
used to season food and as medicine. 

Prior to the Civil War, pot was a very 
successful drug when used to cure insom- 
nia and impotence. It was used primarily 
to reduce tension. 

“Early letters from our founding fath- 
ers often refer to the pleasures of hemp 
smoking," said Dr. Burke. There are even

A chestmobile unit from the Alameda 
County Tuberculosis Association will be 
in Berkeley at Durant and Dana Streets 
from July 27-Aug. 12.

Pierce, Taylor, and Jackson, all mili- 
tary men, smoked pot with their troops. 
As popular as pot smoking is today in 
Vietnam, it was twice as popular among 
our soldiers in the Mexican War. Pierce 
wrote home to his family that it was 
about the only thing good about the war.

About a month ago in Tucson, Arizo- 
na, a woman was sentenced to four 
months in jail on a federal charge of 
desecrating the flag. This is probably the 
first time that this absurd law has been 
enforced in many years. If that wasn't 
enough, the total absurdity of the arrest 
and trial is even worse. 

Sunnie Crosson was originally arrested 
last year and charged with a state viola- 
tion after a flag was burned in the ROTC 
building at the U of A. The law was ruled 
unconstitutional by a higher court, and 
she was then arrested on a federal charge 
of the same kind. Nifty. 

At the trial, two undercover slime gave 
conflicting testimony, but both agreed 
that they’d seen her burn the flag. Ten 
defense witnesses testified that Sunnie 
was outside talking through a bullhorn at 
the time. The defense also presented a 
film taken of the flag burning and Sunnie 
was nowhere in sight. 

‘After all this, they still managed to 
convict her. At the sentencing everyone, 
everything, was searched, including the 
garbage in the hall of the federal building. 
‘The pigs claimed that she was going to 
chain herself to the doors of the federal 
building after the sentencing (it’s not the 
sort of place you'd want to spend five 
minutes, much less chain yourself to).

T: I don't want to accuse anybody, but I'm 
just saying that when things happen like that, 
it’s understandable and that’s just the way it’s 
going to happen. Mistakes are going to be made. 
The question is how are they going to be dealt 
with and how are effective modes of criticism, 
that is, unity-criticism-unity, going to be carried 
through? 

G: Well, We're going to have to re-analyze 
this whole woman question. We're going to 
have to re-analyze the whole thing. I think 
there’s a big difference between the woman 
question in the black commune and the woman 
question in the white commune. But T'd like to 
reopen the whole thing all over again. 

T: It’s open. 

G: I'll admit that men do in ways, fuck over 
women emotionally and psychologically. 

T: And Economically. 


G: But the reverse is also true. I think the 
responsibility should be shared, I think that if 
we re-analyze that question, and stop being so 
really emotional about it, that I think we would 
be able to see the psychological torture, the 
emotional oppression is a two-way thing. 


T: Do you think that one could be a reac- 
tion to the other? 

G: They're interrelated. They're connected. 
But what Га like to point out is the roots of 
the problem. Let's go back. I don't think that 
Marx. dealt with it sufficiently. I don't think 
that Engels dealt with it sufficiently. Right now 
I'm talking about the formation of the family 
from the beginning. Га like you to consider 
right now the very first woman or the first 
group of women. Do you think that any man at 
that time, now we're going way back, could 
have talked his woman into destroying his child 
or their children? Who really did decide who 
should play what role? And what is oppression 
in this particular vein right here? I think it's 
really messing over an individual to give him a 
role, to teach him a set of responses that he will 
not later on be able to live up to. And that’s 
what's been happening throughout history with 
this role thing. 

T: People understand where that comes 
from, and who benefits from that excessive 
labor force of all those women staying home 
cooking and washing dishes for the men who 
run everything.

С: AAaaahhhhh...you understand where I'm 
at? It's a possibility that somewhere way back 
along the line that a female came up with the 
idea of oppressing us by putting us out there on 
the hunting ground, to match our skills and 
strengths with the animals. 
it has come down to the question of 
ning and who's losing. 

G: Well, I think that if we reopen the whole 
question lots of brand new dialogue and try to 
rediscover all the ways that we are fucking over 
cach other, oppressing each other, that we'll 
find that we have very little to accuse the other 
of. And that's particularly true with the black 
mmunc. Hucy's comments in the write-up of 
"Sweetback" were pretty poignant and pretty 
clear. In our case, with the black sub-culture 
being a matriarchal culture, in our case, it's the 
women who are going to have to stop emotion- 
ally oppressing their sons, and emotionally de- 
signating roles that further oppresses. What he 
was saying in essence was that the only way 
that a black woman is ever going to be liberated 
is standing in the arms of a liberated man. And 
the only way that can ever take place is for her 
to raise a liberator, instead of a coward. 

A lot of women find that working 
men who will not relate to them as comrades 
impedes the effectiveness of their social 
tice. They find it impossible to do good poi 
tical work. How can that be resolved unless the 
men start dealing with their sexism? 

I consider myself the focal-motor, and 1 
won't go any farther. But I have no problem 
whatsoever relating to women as equals if they 
can show themselves equal. But I feel the same 
way about men, you dig? I feel the same way 
about another guy.

T: On of the reasons women aren't, in carly 
stages, exemplary revolutionaries is because 
they've been brought up in such a fucked-up 
society, and this society has told them that 
“you can't make revolution, all you can do is 
wash dishes and make beds.” That gets pumped 
into your head so long that it’s very hard for 
you to get out of that. 

G: Maybe I breezed over that too fast, I'm 
not going to ask her to wash any dishes. If 
there's any dishes to be washed in our military- 
cell house, we'll wash them together. I concede 
to all that, if she's willing to stand beside me 
and pull the trigger, it only needs 3 pounds of 
Pressure to pull the trigger. I'm speaking strictly 
from the military standpoint. 

T: Assume there was a military situation, 
and there’s men and women are involved, and a 
decision is being made to do an action, and the 
women in the group are intimidated from 
speaking and the men are pushing lot harder, 
not paying attention to what the women are 
saying, and not giving validity to the women's 
ideas. 

G: Now that’s not valid at all. You cannot 
ignore an individual that's standing beside you 
with a gun, you just cannot do it. Pm saying 
this, that it’s impossible for a man to fuck over 
a woman if she's got a gun too. You dig 
whatI'm saying? Гуе got a gun, she’s got a gun. 
I cannot push myself in front of her, it's a 
physical impossibility. 

T: Assume you're putting out a newspaper, 
and pol ons are being made that 
could have far-reaching political effects, and the 
women are intimidated from speaking their 
minds. They may not have a gun but.

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G: Psychological intimidation from the past. 
Things from the past. It’s heavy, it’s really 
heavy.

man, woman, as equals, and it won't be easy- 
It’s got to work itself out. But the only way it 
can really work itself out, I'm convinced, and I 
sure hope that nobody mistakes this as male 
chauvinism of any type. But I think that the 
only way that the problem is going to be 
resolved is if women become more aggressive 
And I'm not talking about aggressive in sense of 
being counterproductive, and disrupting, I'm 
talking about coming up with valid criticisms, 
and valid ideas, and valid contributions. 

T: A lot of people are interested in what's 
been coming down around your defense com- 
mittee and what your position is on how 
they're functioning. 

G: First, PI take ours in particular. Our 
ideal at first, was to involve the community as 
sible,to give the community the 
that we felt would help involve 
them in anti-establishment activities. The ideal 
was to introduce them,through а little substruc- 
tural movement, to establishment in general, on 
the supposition that later on, as things pro- 
gressed, they would move, logically into higher 
levels of anti-establishment. You dig what I'm 
saying? 

T: Yeah, and I also dig what happened. 

G: Well, it broke down. It didn’t work. The 
reason it didn’t work was because of a lack of 
understanding of dmocratic-centralism. Right in 
our midst, we started drawing people who we 
considered to be, and definetly were opportun- 
ists and others who were anarchists. Nothing 
can be done with opportunistic or anarchistic 
behaviour. The idea of a committee where 
everybody is doing their own thing, thats coun- 
ter-productive. Behind the whole project, from 
the outset, we should’ve let it be known that 
we were working under the discipline of the 
Black Panther Party, you know, the vanguard 
party, The most recent move has been to 
correct that mistake right there. Of late, we 
have published a declaration and sent out no- 


tices to all the committees, that from this point 
forward, they can operate, but they have to 
operate under the guidance and under the 
review of the Central Committee of the Black 
Panther Party. That's the only possible way for 
the centralizing, ordering effect to reach down 
to the grassroots level. It’s the only way to 
handle it. T: How do you think the actual 
practice of the committees will change? 

G: That question will have to be solved by 
the Central Committee of the Black Panther 
Party, How effective will they be in hamessing 
these horses? I'm certain that from now on 
we'll go forward. 

T: What kind of new programs do you think 
will be initiated now that the changes have 
taken place? 

G: Our particular defense there, in that 
courtroom, isn't as important as the idea of 
setting up projects to keep this sort of thing 
from happening. I'm talking about the survival 
programs, our infra-structure, in the Black com- 
munity, funds raised, and so forth. Ifecl that 
funds raised, and activity going on around our 
case, I felt, right from the beginning, would be 
more productive if they were channelled into 
our principle survival programs. I felt that I 
could be represented best as an individual who 
stood for the survival of the community, who is 
always going to stand for the survival of the 
community. 

T: What so you feel about the legal motion? 

G: I don’t deal with it at all, don’t relate to 
it at all. I have a lawyer who is very competent 
in that particular area. I let him deal with the 
holding the fascists off, stopping the gunfire, 
keeping them from murdering me. 

T: There are those who feel that it's real 
important that you get out, and present your 
ideas to the community, and a lot of people 
don't see that as a contradiction to doing work 
and building the survival programs and other 
programs. What about that? 


G: In other words you're saying that there's a 
possibility of me martyring myself if I don't 
Concentrate more on the legal aspects of the 
case? Is that what you are saying? 

T: Well, yes, there s a possibility of you 
martyring yourself, but its not a question of 
concentrating more or less. Im not clear that 
its a contradiction to exhaust all means. 

С: That'sjust what I was going to say. It's 
not a contradiction, if its to our interest, and 
it's to my interest, to let the people know that I 
stand for, and always will stand for their sur- 
vival. And I think that the best way to get that 
across is go to the places where the Party has 
the community pretty well organized, and to 
let them know that funds raised from our 
particular efforts went into the construction of 
Particular industry or this particular clinic. 
When it comes to the final explosion, when it 
comes to the point of whether or not I'm going 
to survive, or whether or not I’m going (о... 
you know; I'm not depending on them to 
surround San Quentin and snatch me out of 
here. I'm depending on the focal-motor. But, it 
really pains me to be misrepresented, and I feel 
that I have been misrepresented in areas where 
People were carrying on their little button wars 
and pamphlet wars; counter-productive activity 
in general. 

С: І don't want to seem overtly critical of 
the Weathermen, ‘cause I dig them. And we're 
not going to debate over who's the vanguard 
Party; that's not the point. The point now is 
unconditional frecingof the people, liberation, 
and how we can build the ‘entante’ we talked 
about a while ago. I'd like to offer this as a 
possibility; It is a possibility that Bernardine 
and the rest of the people involved in the 
Weathermen see the focal-motor theory in а 
much broader sense than we see it. We're 
relating to it as it relates to us in our particular 
condition. We say the objective conditions are 
correct in the Black community for a revolu- 
tion today, and that all that’s missing here and 
there are a few subjective conditions. The ob- 
jective conditions are there. The subjective co 
ditions, are missing here and there, and we're 
moving forward on that with our programs and 
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with our movement, and by movement I mean 
the shootout on Central ( In L.A. ), August 7 
(The Marin County Shootour), and all actual 
efforts made to put the fascists to death. But 
like I was saying, perhaps the Weathermen do 
understand the focal-motor theory and arc look-- 
ing at it in a much broader sense than we are. 
Like I said before, the idea embraces in its 
essence, in its heart, two distinct entities of a 
Political and a military thrust, One can’t exist 
without the other. That’s why Che died in 
Bolivia, because he couldn’t get the political 
infra-structure that he needed to support his 
military thrust. But let's say with this last 
comment that perhaps the Weathermen are 
viewing the world situation; perhaps they're 
saying that the objective conditions may not be 
absolutely right in the White middle class com- 
munity, but the conditions are right in the 
Black community and the conditions are right 
in the world. " 

T: That was one of the basic parts of the 
Weatherman strategy, seeing itself as a fifth 
column. It’s secing that white people are not 
fighting alone, but that they're fighting with 
brown people, black people, the Vietnamese, 
the Palestinians, and other peoples struggling 
for self-determination. 

G: In that vein, then we'll have to consider 
that they do understand what they're doing, 
that they are working under the principles of 
the focal-motor theory, if they view the world 
in a truly internationalist sense, I mean TRUE 
internationalism. 

T: They're viewing it in that way, but also 
the concept of armed propaganda, which is an 
important concept, is being brought into ques- 
tion as to whether or not it is still effective, as 
whether or not they're working in a vacuum of 
the white community, objective conditions 
what they are. 

G: What we have to consider, though, is that 
everyone considered, the US has only 6% of the 
world’s population.
